Two men whose names have been 


linked to the 1966 slaying of Illinois 
Sen. Charles Percy's daughter have 
served time in the Outagamie County 
Jail. 


Frederick James Malchow, one of 


two men named as suspects in the 
brutal death of Valerie Percy, broke 
out of the Outagamie County Jail May 
5, 1961, while awaiting trial on a 
' charge stemming from a burglary at 
the home of Dr. James Laird of 
Appleton. 


William Jackson, identified as a 


member of a home invasion gang 
named in the Percy investigation, was 
arrested with Malchow for vagrancy in 
Appleton in 1960. Both Jackson and 
Malchow, another member of the gang 
that burglarized fashionable homes, 
were given six month jail terms on the 
vagrancy counts, but they were later 


released when the sentences were 
overturned on appeals. 


The Chicago Sun-Times, in an 


exclusive story Sunday, said that two 
sources have given statements that 
Francis LeRoy Hohimer, who is serv- 
ing a 30-year prison term in Iowa, 
killed Miss Percy during a burglary at 
the senator's home in the Chicago 
surburb of Kenilworth. 


His accusers are his brother, Harold, 


and Leo Rugendorf, described by the 
newspaper as a former crime syn- 
dicate "fence" who died last April. 


The Sun-Times said Rugendorf con- 


tacted a reporter late last year and 
quoted Hohimer as saying that he and 
two other gang members, whom he did 
not identify, entered the Percy home 
through a back screen door. Rugendorf 
said Hohimer told him he hit Miss 
Percy on the head with a pistol when 
she woke up. 


Three weeks ago, according to the 


copyrighted article, Harold Hohimer 
contacted the newspaper and said his 
brother had told him how he killed the 
19-year-old girl. 


Francis Hohimer, during an inter- 


view in prison, denied any actual in- 
volvement in the killing which he 
blamed on Malchow. 


Hohimer said two other members of 


the home invasion gang -Jackson and 
Harold J. Evans —brought the bloody 
Malchow to Hohimer"s Chicago apart- 
ment from the Percy home. 


Hohimer told a reporter he burned 


Malchow's stained garments and gave 
him a new set of clothes and later 
burned the auto in which the three 
men had arrived at his apartment. 


Hohimer told the newspaper that 


Malchow boasted to him on several 
occasions that he had killed Miss 
Percy. Evans told authorities in 1969 
that while he and Malchow were in jail

WASHINGTON (AP) —President 


Nixon moved today to drum up public 
support for his solution to the energy- 
crisis, and declared that his long-range 
goal is to put this country "in a position 
where nobody can cut our lifeline." 


Speaking of a convention of the 


Seafarers International Union. AFL- 
CIO, convention, the President 
reiterated his goal of making the nation 
self-sufficient in energy by 1980 and 


linked it with efforts to build a strong 
merchant marine. 


The United States will "never be 


dependent on another part of the world 
when there is a crisis," if his proposals 
succeed, Nixon said. 


The speech was Nixon's first public 


appearance since his national radio- 
television address Sunday night in which 
he unveiled his plans to deal with the 
energy crisis.

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon's personal secretary, Rose Mary- 
Woods, testified today that she had lis- 
tened only to one part of a Watergate- 
related tape recording that the White 
House says is missing an 18-minute 
segment. 


During Miss Woods' testimony. U.S. 


District Judge John J. Sirica said that 
subpoenaed White House tape record- 
ings were to be turned over to him later 
in the day. He gave no details of the 
transfer of the controversial tapes, long 
sought by federal prosecutors. 


Miss Woods testified that she 


transcribed the taped portion of a June 
20, 1972 conversation that the President 
had with aide John D. Ehrlichrnan in his 
old Executive Office Building office. 


The red-haired secretary said she then 


also took down a portion when H. R. 
Haldeman first entered the office and all 
three men were speaking. She said she 
listened to the tape only long enough to 
be certain Ehrlichrnan had left the 
room.

PRINCETON. N.J. —The Gallup Poll 


says its latest survey of Democrats puts 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts far ahead of other possible 
contenders for the party's 1976 
presidential nomination. 


The poll indicated that Alabama Gov. 


George C. Wallace and Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine were the next leading 
choices, though far behind Kennedy. 


In the Nov. 2-5 survey, 627 adults who 


identified themselves as Democrats 
were asked the following: 


"Here is a list of people who have been 


mentioned as possible presidential can- 
didates for the Democractic party in 
1976. Which one would you like to see 
nominated as the Democratic candidate 
for president in 1976?" 


Kennedy was the choice of 41 per cent 


of those surveyed. Wallace had 15 per 
cent, and Muskie had nine per cent

Miss Woods said that she was under 


the impression that the Haldeman por- 
tion of the June 20 conversation was not 
included in the prosecutor's subpoena 
for nine Watergate tapes. The White 
House has said that two of the nine tapes 
do not exist, a disclosure that led to the 
hearing in Sirica's courtroom. 


Miss Woods repeated testimony she 


gave on Nov. 8 that on Sept. 29 at Camp 
David, Md., she was given eight tapes to 
transcribe. The first of these was the 
June 20 meeting. 


But she said that when she got to Camp 


David, Alexander M. Haig Jr. phoned 
her to say that she was not to type the 
Haldeman portion of the June 20 tape. 
Haig is now Nixon's chief of staff. 


"I took the message from Gen. Haig 


and I thought, thank heavens, I don't 
have to type the rest of it," she said. 


"When I testified in court on Nov. 8 1 


was still under the impression that the 
Haldeman portion of the conversation 
was not subpoenaed," she said. 


She said the President was in her

The moves will mean homes six 


degrees cooler than normal this winter 
and not enough gasoline to go around. 


To stan saving gasoline. Nixon asked 


filling stations to stop selling it on Sun- 
days, and pledged he would order such 
a ban once Congress gives him the 
authority. 


In a radio-television address Sunday. 


Nixon said deliveries of airline jet fuei 
also will be cut 15 per cent, industries 
will be denied 10 per cent of their oil 
wants and commercial buildings must 
do without 25 per cent of their heating 
oil. 


These and other measures announced 


Sunday would reduce an expected 17 per 
cent petroleum shortage to perhaps 7 per 
cent, Nixon said, but the remaining 
shortage will require additional 
measures to close the energy gap and 
avoid economic damage. 


Nixon continued to hold in reserve, as 


a last resort, the possibility of direct 
consumer gasoline rationing or high fuel 
taxes.

ATHENS. Greece (AP) —Greece's 


new military rulers pulled most tanks 
and extra troops out of Athens todav. 
indicating firm control of the country. 
and began removing pictures of ousted 
President George Papadopoulos from 
public buildings. 


The ousted strongman who as an army 


colonel engineered the 196? military- 
takeover was reported under house 
arrest at his seaside home near Athens 
He was deposed Sunday by a group of 
conservative generals in a bloodless 
coup. 


No disturbances were reported 


anywhere in the country; activity in 
Athens today was normal, and the traffic 
was heavy as usual. 


In one of his first official acts, the new 


president. Lt. Gen. Phaedon Gizikis. 
freed three former politicians who had 
been put under house arrest last w eek in 
the wakeof the student uprising in which 
13 persons were killed. 


The three —ex-Premier Panayotis 


Canellopoulos and former ministers 
John Zighdis and George Mavros — had 
expressed support for the students 
demanding 
the 
overthrow 
of 


Papadopoulos. 


Despite this overture to the foes of 


military rule, the new regime indicated 
it was junking Papadopoulos' promise of 
a return to limited parliamentary 
government next year. The generals said 
they could not stand by while the country 
was being "dragged into an electora'l 
adventure" and was threatened by 
"anarchy, chaos and vandalism," an 
apparent reference to the student 
uprising.

Men's knit underwear —T-shirts and 


shorts —though the first undergarments 
to be mechanically knit in 1834 and the 
basis of a gigantic industry, have had 
one drawback They drew- up, often 
shrinking continuously with each 
washing and drying 


All these jears, the technical solution 


has eluded the experts It has now been 
discovered. And, by the same people 
who brought you "sanforized." The 
Sanforized Company has introduced 
"Sanfo-Knit" the first shrinkage control 
in the field of men's knit underwear.

Q: I bought in older home and the 


sidewalk is poured concrete like the 
driveway. The top layer of the driveway 
and walk is coming off.

A: What types of fuel you burn doesn't 


matter to the flue. But I suspect vou 
really mean something else, such "as, 
"Can my wood-burning fireplace use the 
same flue as my oil burning furnace?" 
If I'm nght, then my vote is thumbs 
down. I know that many people suc- 
cessfully pipe more than one heat source 
into the same flue. But I also know of so 
many cases where this has led to 
downdraft disasters that I really do 
recommend a separate flue for each 
heat source. 


Q: We had translucent awnings put 


over the rooms of our double house, 
perhaps 10 years ago. Now they are 
looking worn and dull, despite regular 
washings every year. How can I make 
them look brighter? I was wondering 
about painting them with an exterior 
grade enamel. Would this work?—Par- 
ma, Ohio. 


A: No reason why this can't do a good 


job. Be sure, naturally, to get the sur- 
faces clean, dry and" absolutely free 
from grease. Remember, also, that with 
any type paint the awnings will lose 
their translucence, and no longer be 
able to admit light from sky and sun. 


Q: I moved into a new house that has 


cedar shingles sprayed with linseed oil. 
In time, I have noticed the weather 
darkening them. I like the color they 
have turned now. Do you know of 
anything which will keep the shingles 
from darkening any more? —Whippany,

A: Frankly, I don't. That is from a 


practical standpoint and answering your 
question. I know of no product which 
will stop this darkening action except 
household bleach. And that could make 
things blotchy. 


Q: We have wallboards in upstairs 


I would like to wallpaper 
them, but my husband thinks it would 
be better to paint. Who is right? —West 
Allis. 


A: Both of you, so put away the boxing 


gloves. As long as you put on sizing, you 
can use wallpaper or oil-base flat wall 
paint or enamel.

"Dear Dr. Thosteson: My mother-in- 
law, 83, taught my husband not to put 
leftover food in the refrigerator until it 
reached room temperature. 


My husband 
thought this 
had 


something to do with the food, but I 
think it is a holdover from the days 
when refrigerators were ice boxes and 
people tried to conserve ice. 
-If I am correct, I shudder at the 
thought of how many undiagnosed cases 
of food poisoning must have occurred, 
and I think it's remarkable how many of 
us have survived. —B.C. 


Rapid cooling is not going to harm the 


food; your explanation about conserving 
ice is doubtless the correct one. In the 
old days, if you used all the ice in the ice 
box, you had to wait until the next time 
tHe ice man came. 


However, the type and quantity of 


food involved has some bearing on how 
soon it should be refrigerated. 


As a rule of thumb, a brochure from 


one of the university extension services 
says that food should not be left at room 
temperature for more than two hours. 


The reason, of course, is that by that 


time bacteria begin to multiply rapidly 
—in other words, food spoilage begins. 


"Room temperature" also is a varia- 


ble term. It can mean anywhere from 
about 70 degrees to 95 or so on a hot day. 


And waiting for a saucer of stewed 


tomatoes to cool down to room 
temperature can be quite a different 
matter from waiting for the remainder 
of a stuffed turkey to cool down. The

Keep this in mind, too: If you waited 


for the surface of the turkey to reach 
"room temperature," and then . 
refrigerated it, the center of the bird, 
and the stuffing, would still require 
some time in the refrigerator before it 
would be cooled to the point of safety. 
As long as it remained fairly warm, - 
spoilage could progress. 


In reverse order, don't stuff a turkey 


and then keep it in the refrigerator until 
you are ready to cook it. The problem is 
that, with the whole thing and the 
stuffing thoroughly cooled, the meat 
may be cooked on the surface before the 
stuffing gets enough heat to stop all 
bacterial growth. Rather, keep the 
turkey refrigerated, but don't stuff it 
until you're ready to cook it. 


That two-hour rule of thumb probably 


will guide you on most things. Don't let 
food sit around longer than that before 
refrigerating. And if it is food contain* 
ing egg or other material that spoils 
rapidly, get that into the refrigerator 
sooner rather than later. 


If your husband still wonders whether 


rapid cooling hurts food, remind him of 
the quick-frozen foods we have now — 
which did not exist back in our ice box 
days.

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Wisconsin ranks low in

WASHINGTON - Wisconsin ranks 


near the bottom among Midwestern 
states in the graduate training of black 
and female medical students —and at 
convincing its graduating doctors to stay 
and practice in the state, according to a 
new study by the American Medical As- 
sociation (AM A). 


Among the findings of the national 


study are that, among seven Midwest 
states. Wisconsin 


— Ranks second from the bottom in 


retaining its graduating medical 
>iudents for professional practice in the 
v-a:e. and finishes less than half a per- 
centage point above last placed Iowa. 


-Has far fewer black medical interns 


and residents on a percentage basis, than 
almost any other Midwest state —again 
finishing second to last, just a notch 
ahead of Iowa. 


Has fewer female interns in its hospi- 


tals than any other state in the Midwes- 
tern block, which includes Ohio, 
Michigan. Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and 
Minnesota. 


The results of the national study, part 


of a regular review of the state of medical 
education in the United States, are 
printed in the latest issue of the Journal 
oftheAMA. 


The results come on the heels of a 


recent speech by Dr. Charles Edwards, 
assistant secretary of health in the Nixon 
administration, suggesting that decade 
old federal medical manpower training

assistance programs be ended next 
year. 


Edwards, the man in charge of health 


programs within the Department "of 
Health, Education and Welfare, recently 
charged that the manpower training 
programs have helped to build a medical 
education system that threatens to over- 
supply the country with physicians in the 
future. 


The programs were created a decade 


ago, Edwards said, to help end maldis- 
tribution of doctors in the United States 
and solve similar social problems facing 
health care in America. 


The doctor supply has increased 


vastly, but exactly "the same social 
problems exist, and continue at the same 
magnitude as 10 years ago, Edwards 
said, pointing to racial and sexual 
discrimination in medical school admis- 
sions and training programs. 


Edwards urged that future federal as- 


sistance programs be geared toward 
solving problems of that sort, rather than 
at simply bolstering the total number of 
physicians in the country-. 


The AMA figures indicate that Wis- 


consin retained about 30.2 per cent of the 
medical students it graduated in in-state 
internships and residencies. Medical 
educators long have tied the location of 
internships and residencies with the 
locale eventually selected by doctors for 
their professional practice. 


The Wisconsin figure is below the na- 


tional average of 42 per cent, and is only a 
notch above the Iowa figure of 29.8 per 
cent.

The heat's on 


City hall has an old system

The Appleton city hall isn't cooperat- 


ing with government requests to cut 
energy use, but not for any lack of effort 
by officials. 


The former school house-turned 


government headquarters has a rickety 
heating system that has a hard time 
keeping the 76-year-old building warm. 


To make up for insulation and heat 


distribution difficulties, steam boilers 
often pump out enough heat to fry an 
egg- 


This morning, for example, tempera- 


tures in city offices ranged from 82 in 
the mayor's office to 68 in the planner's 
office. All the rest were in the 70s.

Sutherland's directive to turn thermos- 
tats down to 68 degrees. Most of them 
this morning were set at 60 or less, and 
several were turned off.

wrong with the system, said there's not 
much that can be done to cure the 
building's irregular heat flows. 


The problem primarily is in the 


pipes and valves that distribute the 
steam heat throughout the building. 
They're old and corroded, and valves 
are frequently jammed by corrosive 
particles that flow through the pipes. 


Replacing the system would cost 


much, however, and Magnette, like 
several 
other 
department heads, 


believes the only sure way to correct 
the prob'cm would be a new city hall. 


"You get a lot of override in an old 


system like this," said Magnette. In 
other words, the boilers produce more 
than enough heat before they stop, no 
matter where the thermostats are set. 


The system goes back 25 or 30 years, 


Magnette guessed. Earlier this decade, 
each department was given its own 
thermostat. Some departments have 
more than one. 


Before the low pressure steam system 


was installed at city hall, coal or wood 
burning stoves apparently furnished the 
heat. Four chimneys suggest that. 


Repairmen were at city hall today, 


fixing leaks in the system. 


"It seems 
like there's always 


something wrong in there," said one 


department head, pointing toward the 
basement boiler rooms known as the 
"sauna" among city hall veterans. 


Located right next to the boiler room 


is the welfare office. It's always warm 
in there. 


The finance office, across and down 


the hall from the "sauna," was warmed 
to 78 degrees this morning, despite the 
absolute low setting on the thermostat. 


"You can't work in this heat some- 


times," said one employe sitting next to 
an open window. His office was at 76 
degrees, although the thermostat was 
set to below 55. 


"We probably waste enough heat here 


to supply ten families, I would say," 
joked an employe in an office with 
several windows opened to relieve the 
oppressive heat. 


Natural gas fires the two boilers. City 


hall repairs totaled S1.895 last year and 
$644 so far this year. 


"instead of Chicago people at the res- 
taurant, maybe we will have more 
local people eating." At the same time, 
he said he felt the truck stop situation 
was a little different than the local 
service station. 


One major oil company, CITGO, said 


it would definitely close the stations 
that it directly operates in Wisconsin

Jack Zentner, Oshkosh, president of

In Appleton, residents are permitted 


to store up to 10 gallons of gasoline 
outside or in the garage, but none in 
the home. 


Inspector Frank Kranzusch of the 


Appleton Fire Department said the 
department discourages any hoarding 
of gasoline because of the danger of 
fire and explosion. Also, he said, the 
quality of gasoline for use in an engine 
deteriorates with age. 


N'eenah Fire Chief Ronald Mertz said 


that "gasoline is more dangerous than 
dynamite if not handled properly." The 
Neenah ordinance permits storage of 
up to five gallons of gasoline outside 
the home.

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Subsidized cemetery

NEENAH - Oak Hill Cemetery has 


been in existence for about 130 years, 
and since 1924 maintained by the city, 
which traditionally has subsidized the 
cemetery with tax'dollars. 


Next year, the difference between the 


cost of operating the cemeter* and the 
money it earns is expected to be 128,000, 
and this annual deficit, plus an oppor- 
tunity to expand Oak Hill, has raised the 
question of how long the city should stay 
in the cemetery business. 


At its Nov. 16 meeting, the city 


finance committee called for a joint 
meeting with the cemetery commission 
to discuss recommendations made by 
outgoing commissioner David A. Pe- 
terson for whittling away at the deficit. 
That idea was expanded at the last 
meeting of the city council, to include 
an advisory committee, appointed by 
Mayor Roman Hauser, to study whether 
the cemetery- could be placed on a self 
sustaining basis. 


In the meantime, two recommenda- 


tions from council members were set 
aside, pending the study. Aid. Robert 
Trover lost a motion at the Nov. 15 
public hearing to increase cemetery 
revenues in 1974, and a recommenda- 
tion from the finance committee not to 
purchase additional land was set aside 
last week. 


The question of making the cemetery 


self-sustaining is more complicated 
than simply raising the charges for 
grave openings and grave spaces, ac- 
cording to Roy Shoman, who has been 
superintendent at Oak Hill for 17 years. 


In the first place, the rates in Neenah 


are not markedly different than the 
charges of other cemeteries in the area. 
The prices now are S100 per grave 
opening, and $80 or S85 per grave space. 
Shoman said the cost of grave opening 
went from $90 to $100 in 1972; the spaces 
were raised from a bassic rate of S40 to 
$80 two years ago, and since about 1961, 
the cost of graves for non-residents has 
been double the price charged to 
residents of Neenah. 


At Menasha's rest Haven cemetery, 


- south of Oak Hill on County Trunk S, the 
comparable rates are $90 for grave 
opening, and S80 per grave space. 


Rudolph Blatecky, superintendent of 


Riverside Cemetery in Appleton, and 
secretary of the state Cemetery Of- 
•ficiais Association, indicated that the 
"rates at other cemeteries in the area are 
similar to Neenah's. At Riverside, a 
non-profit cemetery controlled by a 


board of directors of lot owners, the 
rates are $90 per grave opening, and a 
minimum of $100 per space.

cemeteries, with a $115 cost for grave 
openings, and higher charges on Satur- 
day, according to Blatecky. 


Despite the similarity in charges, 


however, Bleatecky noted that Oak Hill 
"goes in the red every year, while we 
make money" (a margin which sup- 
ports Blatecky year around, but not a 
profit). The "difference between the 
public Neenah cemetery and Riverside, 
he said, was that Riverside could 
operate on wages of $15.000 to $18,000 
per year. In the 1974 Neenah budget, 
salaries and wages are set at $56,000, by 
far the greatest expense in the $61,000 
operating budget. 


Shoman said two workers, plus him- 


self, are full-time the year around, and 
five other employes are seasonal — 
classified as full-time employes, while 
working seven months of the year, from 
April through November. The seven 
employes are members of the Team- 
sters union, and during the five months 
the seasonal workers are off they collect 
unemployment compensation of about 
SSO per week. The inflates the expense 
of running Oak Hill. 


Thomas Van Buskirk, Menasha park 


superintendent, is in charge of Rest 
Haven, which has only one full time 
worker. This employe works the seven 
months season, and when extra workers 
are needed in the spring, they are 
transferred from the city park depart- 
ment. Young people in the Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps program are also 
hired for short periods, Van Buskirk 
said. 


Blatecky is the only year around 


employe at Riverside. During the 
regular season, Riverside hires non 
union, part-time workers, or retired 
people to maintain the grounds. 


Van Buskirk figures that the annual 


operating cost for Rest Haven, which 
the city has been operating since 1932, is 
about S6.000. He wasn't sure how much 
of this would be subsidized through 
taxes.

department and training and water 
system." Erbe said. 


The rating is applied to all homes 


which are within 1,000 feet of a water 
hydrant, which means the rating is 
effective only for the properties within 
the sanitary district since hydrants are 
not available to properties outside the 
district.

$59 to S73 to S83, residents of the City of 
Menasha (which is rated No. 6) are 
paying S52, 368 and S76 meaning that for 
its full-time, t%vo-sta:ion fire depart- 
ment, home owners in the city pay 
about $6 a year iess than their counter- 
parts jr. the town.

"The system of criminal justice will 


break down unless citizens come for- 
ward as complainants, as witnesses, and 
as jury members to participate actively 
in the prosecution of official corrup- 
tion," said the National Advisory Com- 
mission on Criminal Justice Standards 
and Goals. 


The tools of reform "can be effective 


only if the public is determined to rid the 
nation of governmental corruption," the 
commission said in the sixth and final 
report prepared during a two-year study 
financed with a $1.75 million grant from 
the federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration.

store, where he had asked to use the 
telephone. 


DeSalvo was at the hospital before the 


trial, undergoing observation for an 
alleged sexual molestation offense, 
when his cellmate, George Katar, per- 
suaded Bailey to represent DeSalvo. 


Bailey at first resisted but agreed to do 


it only a day before detectives arrived at 
the hospital to question DeSalvo about 
the stranglings. 


Bailey tape-recorded DeSalvo's story 


under an agreement with the state at- 
torney general's office that it could not 
be used against him. Detectives were 
said to have found that most of what he 
said tallied with the evidence of the 
crimes. 


DeSalvo also claimed to be the "Green 


Man," known to New England law en- 
forcement officials as the man respon- 
sible for an estimated 600 to 1,000 rapes 
and other sexual offenses over several 
years. 


No one was ever prosecuted as the 


"Green Man," who was called that 
because of the repairman's outfit the 
victims said he wore in gaining entrance 
to their homes under the ruse of being 
sent to fix something. 


Before DeSalvo repudiated his con- 


fession in 1968, he maintained he 
desperately wanted psychiatric treat- 
ment. 


After DeSalvo's conviction, Bailey 


commented, "Massachusetts has just 
burned another witch."

The 364-page report was based on the 


work of a task force headed by Jack 
Michie, director of the Michigan 
Division of Vocational Education. 


Enlisting citizen participation in a 


broad range of anticrime efforts, the 
commission encouraged such projects 
as prison counseling, youth recreation, 
and drug treatment centers. 


It also said teachers must abandon 


arbitrary discipline and practice justice 
in the classroom if children are to learn 
respect for democratic procedures.1 


But much of the report concerned the 


corruption tainting many state and local 
governments. 


Acknowledging the absence of ac- 


curate measurements of the per- 
vasiveness of corruption, the commis- 
sion said even the cases already 
disclosed are alarmingly numerous. 


"Such corruption results in a stag- 


gering cost to the American taxpayer," 
the commission said. 


Perhaps worse, it continued, "There is 


no dollar figure that can represent 
adequately the debilitating effect on 
human life of such activities as narcotics 
operations, extortion rackets, prostitut- 
ion rings, and gambling syndicates that 
are permitted to liouris'h because of 
compliant 
and 
corrupt 
law 
en- 


forcement." 


Further, the report said, "Official 


corruption breeds disrespect for the 
law... As long as official corruption 
exists, the war against crime will be 
perceived by many as a war of the 


powerful against the powerless." 


The commission urged citizens to 


band together and demand such reforms 
as these: 


-Ethics codes for state officials, en- 


forced by a state-appointed board of 
private citizens with power to conduct 
investigations, subpoena witnesses and 
evidence, and conduct public hearings. 


-Legislative limits on political cam- 


paign spending and a ban on political 
contributions from individuals who do 
business with the state. 


-State laws at least as strong as the 


1971 Federal Election Campaign Act 
which requires regular public reports of 
the money received and spent by can- 
didates and campaign committees. 


-Laws requiring public officials to 


disclose their personal and financial 
interests. 


-Creation of central purchasing 


agencies staffed with wellpaid profes- 
sionals as a move to combat bribery in 
the awarding of state contracts. 


-Tighter regulations on zoning, tax 


assessment and government licensing so 
public officials will have little room to 
exercise their own discretion and 
perhaps succumb to illegal payoffs. 


The commission warned that or- 


ganized crime plays a significant, 
though not well-documented, role in 
government corruption. 


Organized crime thrives only in a 


climate of "acquiescence or active as- 
sistance of public officials," the report 
said.

11 deaths tied 
to deer hunt

The Wisconsin deer hunting season

died of apparent heart attacks during the 
nine-day season, bringing to 22 the 
number of deaths in the state's hunting 
seasons since Sept. 23, nine of them 
resulting from gunfire- 


Last year, two hunters were fatally 


wounded, six died of heart attacks and 
one from a stroke during the deer 
season. 


In 1971, gunshot wounds during the 


deer hunting period claimed 10 lives.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A program to 


provide state loans to students who could 
repay over 25 years in accordance with 
their financial success after leaving 
school is to be considered Friday by the 
state Higher Education Aids Board. 


The Guaranteed Higher Education 


Plan is the product of an 18 month study 
by the board's staff, according to James 
Jung, the board's executive secretary. 


Jung said the staff has described the 


plan as "a unique and bold response" to 
problems of higher education financing 
and has recommended prompt board 
approval of the plan's concept. 


The plan is predicated on the 1972 law 


which lowered the legal age of adulthood 
from 21 to 18. The plan would permit 
students 18 or over to declare financial 
independence from parents. 


A student so declaring could obtain a 


loan for tuition at a public or private 
college or vocational school. The loan 
also would cover basic living costs. 
Parents could not claim such students as 
state income tax exemptions. 


Most existing student loan programs 


are based on ability of a student's 
parents to pay for education. 


"The question is not whether the state 


should require parents to assume 
financial responsibility for adult 
children who are students, but how long 
the practice can continue before legally 
prohibited," the staff report said. 


Under the plan, an emancipated 


student could borrow tuition money 
from the state and would repay it with 
interest over 25 years if his income 
reached a certain level. The state would 
heavily subsidize the loan while a 
borrower's earnings were low, but his 
share would increase in proportion with 
his earnings. 


If the borrower's income level 


remained low for the entire 25 years, the 
state would forgive the unpaid balance. 


The staff said the plan not only would 


offer full opportunity for participation 
by members of minorities or the disad- 
vantaged, but also would open the door 


for students from middle income 
families to obtain loans. Little financial 
aid is now available to middle income 
groups. 


Cost of such a program has not been 


determined. Jung said it should be 
considered not as a cost saving program 
but one to assure higher education to 
those in need. 


The plan would require approval by 


the Legislature.

OSU trainer dies 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) -Al Hart, 


head athletic trainer at Ohio State 
University, died Sunday morning at a 
Columbus hospital.

Browns tighten AFC race 


CLEVELAND (AP) -The person who 


said "It's not whether you win or lose, 
but how you play the game." should have 
been around after the Cleveland 
Browns-Pittsburgh Steelers game Sun- 
day afternoon. 


"I'm not particularly pleased/' said 


Cleveland Browns quarterback Mike 
Phipps, after the Browns came from 
behind to beat the Steeters 21-16 in an 
American Football Conference game. 


"They beat us in everything but the 


Scoreboard," Phipps added. "I'm not 
knocking a win, I never will. I'm not 
satisfied with the way I played, but when 
you win it doesn't matter." 


Steeters defensive tackle Joe Greene 


said, "The Cleveland Browns aren't 
worth a darn. The last five years we've 
come here we've beat them in 
everything but the Scoreboard." 


The last time the Steelers beat the 


Browns at Lakefront Stadium was in 
1964. Pittsburgh has defeated the 
Browns only four times in Cleveland 
since the rivalry began in 1950. 


Statistically, the Steelers outgained 


the Browns 380-250 and 16 first downs to 
10 first downs. 


"Stats mean nothing," Browns 


defensive linebacker Bob Babich coun- 
tered. "The name of the game is to keep 
them out of the end zone and except for 
the first drive, we did that" 
. The Steelers took the lead early in the 
first quarter when quarterback Joe 
Gilliam hit wide receiver Ron Shanklin 
with a nine-yard scoring pass. 


A first period .one-yard plunge by 


Phipps and a second quarter 15-yard 
scoring play from Phipps to running 
back Greg Pruitt put the Browns out in 
front 14-7. 


Steelers kicker Roy Gerela kicked 


field goals of 24, 14 and 20 yards in the 
second, third and fourth periods to give 
the Steelers a 16-14 edge. 


With less than four minutes remaining 


and a third and eight situation, Phipps 
broke four tackles to complete a 42yard 
pass play to Pruitt down to the Steelers' 
18-yard line, keeping the Browns' hopes 
alive. 


After losing a yard, Pruitt swept left 


end and made it into the end zone for the 
winning score with 1:01 remaining in the 
game. 


"I was not the primary receiver on the

I 
knew he would come to me, so I stayed 
where I was and he found me in the 
clear." 


Browns Coach Nick Skorich said it was 


the Phipps scramble that kept the game 
alive for the Browns. 


"We almost bzat them using our third 


string quarterback," Steelers Coach 
Chuck Noll said. "I wonder if they (the 
Browns) could have done the same 
thing." 


Quarterback Terry Hanratty injured 


his right wrist on the third play of the 
game and was forced to sit out the 
remainder of the day. 


The Browns are now one-half game 


behind the Central Division leading 
Steelers. The Steelers are 8-3 and the 
Browns are 7-3.

Sunday-people who had bought tickets 
but stayed home, in seven of the 10 cases 
because the game was sold out and could 
therefore be seen on television. 


The previous high was 66,875 for 13 


games two weeks ago. 


This week's total will probably push 


the NLF over its no-show total for all of 
last season. Before this weekend, there 
had been 550,000, and last year's total 
was about 620,000. 


"The interesting thing about last 


year's figures," said Don Weiss, NFL 
director of public relations, "is that 
211,000 no-shows were reported on the 
last two weekends of the season." 


While the New York Jets and Atlanta 


Falcons were slugging it out in the 
near-monsoon enfolding Shea Stadium 
in New York, the Jets recorded 14,044 
no-shows, while at Oakland, 13,367 
stayed away while the Raiders were 
defeating San Diego in the rain. 


There were 12,000 people who stayed 


away as rain threatened the Steelers- 
Browns game at Cleveland which had 
been sold out for four weeks.

Philadelphia before the New York

Frederick James Malchow, one of 


two men named as suspects in the 
brutal death of Valerie Percy, broke 
out of the Outagamie County Jail May 
5, 1961, while awaiting trial on a 
'charge stemming from a burglary at 
the home of Dr. James Laird of 
Appteton. 


William Jackson, identified as a 


member of a home invasion gang 
named in the Percy investigation, was 
arrested with Malchow for vagrancy in 
Appleton in 1960. Both Jackson and 
Malchow, another member of the gang 
that burglarized fashionable homes, 
were given six month jail terms on the 
vagrancy counts, but they were later 


released when the sentences were 
overturned on appeals. 


The Chicago Sun-Times, in an 


exclusive story Sunday, said that two 
sources have given statements that 
Francis LeRoy Hohimer, who is serv- 
ing a 30-year prison term in Iowa, 
killed Miss Percy during a burglary at 
the senator's home in the Chicago 
surburb of Kenilworth. 


His accusers are his brother, Harold, 


and Leo Rugendorf, described by the 
newspaper as a former crime syn- 
dicate "fence" who died last April.

New London attorney objects to 
$100 cut in proposed pay raise 


NEW LONDON —Saying that he was 


"disappointed" in City Council action 
two weeks ago cutting his proposed 
raise by $100 a month, City Atty. James 
Lindgren told aldermen Tuesday that 
"I'm not going to assume as much 
responsibility in labor negotiations." 


Nov. 6, while Lindgren was out of 


town on business, the council trimmed 
his proposed salary from $6,000 a year 
to $4,800, still a 50 per cent increase 
from the present $3,200. Aldermen 
explained that they felt the $1,600 raise 
was enough compensation for the job. 


Lindgren said that "I'm disappointed, 


of course," and told the council that the 
$6,000 pay "reflects what I perceive as 
the job." 


He pointed out that he was going to 


bring in an ordinance to change and 
update the personnel committee, which 
is supposed to handle labor affairs, but 
said that "I'm certainly not going to 
take more work on now." 


He complained that he had done all 


the leg work, preparation and talking in 
labor negotiations. "I'm pretty willing 
to do that work and I'm perfectly 
willing to share that responsibility with 
the rest of the personnel committee," 
the chairman of the personnel commit- 
tee said. "But I'm not going to do labor 
negotiations and the work that includes 
for that salary. 


"I'm going to delegate more of the 


work to other members of that com- 
mittee, and I won't be responsible if it 
isn't done," he said. 


He said that he spends 20 to 25 per 


cent of his time on city business, and 
one alderman pointed out that the 51,600 
raise, representing one fourth of his 
time, would represent a $6,400 raise to a 
fulltime person.

Chilton still 
faces budget 
above limit 


CHILTON — Aldermen carved some 


$46,000 from the 1974 municipal budget, 
but still have roughly $40,000 to go if the 
city is to stay within tax levy limits 
imposed by the state. 


The state Department of Revenue has 


ruled that Chilton may put $95,383 for 
municipal purposes on the tax levy, plus 
$33,708 in principle and interest 
payments and $816 for tuition for the 
handicapped. That makes the total per- 
missible levy about $130,110. 


With the cuts made last week, the 


levy for municipal purposes stands at 
$171,137, still about $40,000 too high. 


The council meets Wednesday in a 


special meeting on another matter, but 
the budget issue could be placed on the 
agenda of tftat meeting, according to 
City Clerk Arthur Pohland. The next 
regularlv scheduled council meeting is 
Dec. 4. ' 


Reductions made last week include 


planning, $15,000; sewer department 
operations, $15,000; pus and quarries 
operations, $2,000; street machinery 
outlay, $5,000; park outlay, $3,000; 
clerk's office, $100; fire department, 
$1,500; incinerator outlay, $1,000, and 
street repair, $1,500. 


If the city does not reduce its levy by 


the amount necessary to bring it 
within the $130,110 allowed by the state, 
the city could borrow the additional 
amount or ask the taxpayers in 
referendum to set the budget, according 
to City Any. William Engler Jr. 


The total levy will be comprised of the 


amount needed for municipal purposes, 
plus payments of school district, voca- 
tional school, state and county taxes. 
Assuming that the city were to stay 
within the limit on municipal purposes, 
the total levy would be $766,309, to be 
raised by a net tax rate of about $29.33 
per $1,000 of assessed valuation on real 
estate and personal property.

The fax collectors cheer 


For reasons it has not explained, the state Department of 


Revenue has lately launched a publicity service, with 
emphasis upon the happy abundance of the tax dollars 
rolling into its coffers from the pockets of the people of 
Wisconsin. 


The most recent of such communications to the press 


asserts that during the first four months of the state's new- 
fiscal year, extending from July through October, its 
receipts were 13 per cent above the comparable period for 
last year. It may be that the men who instruct their 
subordinates to prepare such bulletins intend to imply that 
they are especially proficient. Perhaps they are responding 
to the theme of their chief. Gov. Lucey, who is fond of 
relating how the state has prospered since he took over 
command of the executive department at Madison. 


But such supposed motivations are really irrelevant. 


What the state is celebrating, and the men of the tax 
department should be more expertly aware of the fact than 
the faceless taxpayer, is the inflationary binge that Wis- 
consin has shared with the country. 


The two major revenue buttresses of the state treasury 


are the personal income tax and the general sales tax. 
Employment is high. Retail sales have been good. The state 
would stand to gain from both circumstances. 


But the state has gained more than it would calculate 


from such causes in a normal economy. It is the most 
conspicuous beneficiary that could be named of the infla- 
tionary spiral that has afflicted the entire country and shows 
no signs of abatement. 


When the wage or salary earner is compensated at a rate 


that may be half again as high as a decade ago, his income 
tax liability is accelerated at an even greater rate because 
he is moved into a new maximum tax bracket, or if he is 
already in the highest bracket of the progressivity scale, 
more of his total income is liable at the maximum tax rate. 


When the price of goods rises, the state treasury is the 


first and most conspicuous beneficiary because it takes a 
four per cent sales tax bite of the higher price paid. In an 
age of irony, it is perhaps superfluous to recollect that the 
posture of pride exhibited by these press agents at Madison 
quite ignores the years of angry denunciation of the sales 
tax by Gov. Lucey and his party and their utter silence about 
the issue since they have gained power. 


tef public in on foreign affairs 


In a recent issue of Foreign Affairs, Nicholas Katzenbach, 


former assistant attorney general for Lyndon Johnson, 
writes about changes he feels must be made in the conduct 
of our foreign affairs. 


"What must be done today to put our foreign policy on a 


viable basis is, first, to promote discussion sufficient to 
establish the domestic consensus necessary to gain accep- 
tance for. and support of, our foreign initiatives. We stand 
as a badly divided nation and we face some very tough 
problems. Second, we must restore confidence in the 
integrity of the Presidency. The Congress and the people 
need to believe what the Administration says. Both of these 
objectives mean dramatic changes in style of the 
Presidency in foreign affairs. The President must indicate 
that he needs and wants the support and participation of 
Congress and the public in formulating his foreign policy. 
He must welcome public discussion and criticism of his 
proposals. Clearly, he must do the proposing, he must 
provide the leadership. But he and his principal assistants 
must be far more willing than in the recent past to lay out 
candidly the problems, the choices, the recommended 
actions." 


Such policies will indeed mean some changes and not 


merely because of Mr. Nixon's dedication to secrecy. 
Former President Lyndon Johnson shared that tendency. 
Strangely enough, Mr. Johnson had excellent rapport with 
the Congress on domestic matters. It was this rapport that 
enabled him to get legislation adopted that appeared in his 
early years in the White House as a really tremendous 
cooperative effort between the White House and Capitol Hill. 


But Mr. Johnson reacted to the criticism concerning his 


decision to widen the war in Vietnam by clamming up. The 
subsequent pulling away by members of his own party in 
Congress and the growing outcry in the country forced him 
to abandon any idea of running for a second full term. 


President Nixon's problems have been multiplied by 


Watergate. Secrecy was not the sole reason why the 
American public suggested that the recent troop alert might 
have more to do with politics at home than threats abroad 
but it had a part. It most definitely was a major reason for 
the doubts in other countries which had become sensitized 
to President Nixon's lack of consultation on major policy 
changes. 


But. as Katzenbach points out, there are problems. "The 


shift to a more open style in foreign policy will not be 
without its difficulties. One is the extent to which openness 
may in fact reduce options or be perceived as doing so." 


Even Woodrow Wilson, the advocate of open decisions 


openly arrived at, didn't mean that all negotiations should 
be held in the full, glaring view of the public. A major part 
of the problem is that in many nations there is no real 
attempt to let the public in on discussion. Instead, revela- 
tions on bargaining, quid pro quid and the real reasons why- 
policies are adopted could be extremely embarrassing to 
other regimes. 


But Katzenbach writes that the danger "is exaggerated, 


often for improper purposes." As we well know, national 
security can be, like wolf, shouted too often. 


Had President Johnson listened sooner to the growing 


criticism about Vietnam and consulted more than primarily 
yes-men, he might not have found himself in such an 
untenable position. We really don't expect Mr. Nixon to 
change the habits of a lifetime but future chief executives 
should take note.

Betty Higby, who runs the United 


States mint at Denver, was complain- 
ing the other day about the lack of 
public interest in one of her products. 


It seems that no one wants to bother 


with pennies anymore. The Denver 
mint keeps spewing them out, at the 
rate of some 16.5 million a day, but 
never quite catches up with demand. 
Apparently, too many people empty 
their pockets and purses at night and 
shunt the pennies to jars or piggy 
banks. They remain out of circulation 


until someone bothers to wrap them 
and haul them to a bank.

weakening, so we gather. Not that 
wrapping pennies is so much work; 
it's a question of what you have in 
return for your troubles.

Tax aids to business were generous 


MADISON —The new state budget will be 


remembered in future times for some of its bold 
and innovative policy departures. Included were 
a commitment for final elimination of the 
personal property tax on major categories such 
as merchants' and manufacturers' stocks and 
farm livestock, effective in 1977, and the im- 
mediate exemption of machinery and equip- 
ment in Wisconsin manufacturing industry. 


The latter was such a significant concession to 


the business community that some of its 
members have not yet quite stopped smiling in 
pleased astonishment. 


History will doubtless endorse the judgment 


of the state's leadership that these were worthy 
and helpful — even courageous — gestures 
toward improvement of the industrial economy 
that is the true bulwark of the state's future. 


But the historical verdict may also be, and 


probably should be, that these striking conces- 
sions were obtained through unworthy means. 


Municipalities will pay 


The result may very well be increasing 


financial difficulties for Wisconsin municipali- 
ties whose tax base is involved, and a 
counteracting tax pressure upon other property 
taxpayers and notably private householders. 


The League of Wisconsin Municipalities sug- 


gested precisely such a result in a statement 
adopted at its recent annual convention. But 


these are fairly esoteric matters, and the 
lamentations from the city hall delegates had 
relatively little notice. 


Boiled down to essentials, in those two acts 


the legislature and the governor have posed as 
the generous friends of industry, the merchan- 
dising community and the livestock farmers, 
but they have also posed the threat of raiding 
the local government's tax base' that can only be 
made whole by higher future levies upon those 
who are not so fortunate or so influential. 


The machinery tax exemption act provides for 


a state compensation, in effect, for lost 
resources of municipalities, but with a phaseout 
of such indemnity at the rate of 10 per cent a 
year. Thus, and aside from the fact that locali- 
ties won't be able to levy upon natural growth in 
machinery and equipment valuations, they 
confront the fact that they will lose its revenue 
value almost immediately and entirely after 10 
years. 


Legislature must approve 


The same policy applies to the additional 


personal property tax pickup by the state. That 
provides total exemption of the three principal 
categories in 1977, whereupon there will be no 
such thing as a personal property tax base, and 
the state will cease its indemnification of local 
losses. It is possible, of course, that a later 
administration will change that position. 


But as Gov. Patrick Lucey has said in other 


contexts, it will take an affirmative act of the 
legislature to achieve such a reversal, and no 
one can now be certain that it will be forth- 
coming. 


Aside from such uncertainties about the fu- 


ture, the abrupt mandate of the state to locali- 
ties about what is taxable and what is exempt 
may pose complications in many other ways. 
The massive exemption of manufacturing 
equipment, to illustrate, means that there will 
be an adjustment in the property tax equaliza- 
tion. This means that county and school taxes in 
many instances will fall more heavily upon 
non-urban districts than in the cities. 


The exemptions of machinery and the 


categories of personal property sooner or later 
will cause troubles to some localities because 
they will diminish the existing statutory limits 
for public debts and maximum tax rates. 


For the city hall crowd, there is little to crow 


about in the s'tate budget that has attracted such 
unusually favorable notice in other quarters. As 
another League of Municipalities resolution 
sourly observed, the idea of large payments for 
local property tax relief is an illusion. Local 
treasuries don't get it. The schools and in- 
dividual property owners do. 
.

Why can't English 
make good coffee? 


One wonders why such simple things 


are so hard for some people. For some 
nations, as a matter of fact. Like, why is 
it as hard to get a good cup of coffee in 
England as it is to get a decent cup of 
tea in the U.S.? 


Both are relatively easy to make. I 


can scarcely boil an egg, and yet I make 
quite respectable coffee and excellent 
tea, with no special or expensive equip- 
ment or material. 


A dear friend of mine, a great coffee 


lover, went to England this month, and 
I warned her that she would find at the 
most one or two places in London where 
the coffee was drinkable by her stan- 
dards. Although the British cuisine has 
improved vastly over the last decade, 
the coffee remains what a Petition to 
Parliament to outlaw the brew called it 
in 1674: "A base, black, thick, nasty, 
bitter, stinking Puddle Water." 


French coffee is not much better, in 


my view, due to the widespread use of 
chicory and other suspected ingredients 
too vile to contemplate. And this defect 
goes back at least as far as Bismarck, 
as I recall the amusing story about his 
visit to a posh Parisian hotel. 


Bismarck asked the waiter especially 


assigned to his service to bring him a 
half-dozen cups of infusion of chicory. 
The waiter hastened to oblige, and re- 
turned at once with the steaming cups. 


"Thanks," said Bismarck. "no%v 


bring me a dozen cups of infusion of 


chicory." Again, the waiter scurried 
down and returned with a huge tray 
bearing the dozen cups. 


"Excellent," Bismarck rubbed his 


hands, "and now fetch two dozen cups 
of the same." The waiter blanched, but 
pattered out dutifully. 


He returned 
after 
some 
time, 


trembling, and saying. "Sire, I could 
make up only 23 cups this time, since 
we have run out of chicory." 


"Good," exclaimed Bismarck. "Now 


you can bring me a cup of coffee." 


Alas, we ordinary mortals cannot 


behave as Bismarck did. but I am 
sometimes tempted to call a restaurant 
manager and demand an explanation of 
the tasteless teabags and tepid water 
brought 
to my table under the 


fraudulent title of "tea." 


Particularly in a high-priced res- 


taurant, which should know better, try 
better, and serve better. All it takes is 
fresh, strong, loose tea, brewing in 
bubbling hot water, with an extra pot of 
equally hot water on the side, so the tea 
may be "poured to taste." The 
humblest British cafe dispenses this 
cheap and heartening potion for a dime; 
you can't get it for a dollar even in the 
finest New York restaurants. 


You may recall Mark Twain once 


called his waiter over to his table, 
pointed to his cup, and said. "If this is 
coffee, bring me tea; if this is tea, bring 
me coffee." That may be the only way 
out.

Impeachment study 
getting started 


"People have a right to know whether 


or not their President is a crook," Mr. 
Nixon said the other day. But how are 
we going to find out? 


Not certainly from the series of per- 


sonal appearances the President has 
been making in what the White House is 
pleased to call "Operation Candor." 
Mr. Nixon, in fact, is one of the least 
trustworthy- witnesses on his own 
behalf. 


For better or worse-and it is not 


always for the worst -Mr. Nixon has in 
his makeup far less psychological space 
for failure than most men. When things 
get tough he fights back, and when they 
go wrong he tends to blame others. 
Hence, his recent contretemps with 
former Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson 
about the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


Mr. Richardson is a man prone to 


present controversial points in highly 
abstract formulations. Those formula- 
tions are often obscure in their mean- 
ing, and few men are less well-equipped 
to divine their sense than the unsubtle 
soldier who now serves as the White 
House chief of staff. Gen. Alexander 
Haig. So it is entirely possible that Gen. 
Haig did not understand Mr. Richard- 
son when serving as his pipeline to the 
President. 


Implied that he lied 


But the President and Gen. Haig 


could not admit such weaknesses. 
Instead they implied that Richardson 
lied. They intimated he was a drunk. 
They even hinted that a fair system -as 
distinct from one rigged to get Mr. 
Nixon—would have Richardson up on 
perjury charges. 


If we cannot expect to get the begin- 


ning of what we need to know from Mr. 
Nixon, there are also limitations on the 
investigations being conducted by the 
special Senate committee and the Wa- 
tergate prosecutor. The Senate com- 
mittee is limited in its jurisdiction. It 
has to stick to matters relevant to the 
presidential campaign, which means it 
cannot go into such clearly important 
transactions as the President's tax re- 
turns or the payments made on his 
homes in Key Biscayne and San 
Clemente. 


As to the special prosecutor, there is 


no reason to disparage Mr. Cox's 
replacement, Leon Jaworski. He has 
already shown in his handling of the 
case involving the 
White House 


Plumbers that he is not going to be 
snowed just because the White House 
yells "national security." 


Even so, Mr. Jaworski also has limi- 


tations. In particular, he has no man- 
date to investigate such matters as the 
Rebozo case and the President's taxes 
and homes. 


An impeachment proceeding knows 


no such bounds. The House Judiciary- 
Committee, to which the impeachment 
resolutions have been referred, is set- 
ting up to go into an across-the-board 
investigation of Mr. Nixon and his con- 
duct as President. It will center not on 
any particular issue or offense, but on 
the larger question of whether Mr. 
Nixon abused the public trust which is 
the root of legitimacy in our country. 


Messy operation 


The organization of this inquiry is 


necessarily going to be an extremely 
difficult and messy operation. The 
Judiciary Committee has 38 members 
broken into factions. Its chairman, 
Peter Rodino of New Jersey, is new in

The authorities also deny that the new 


program is designed to interfere with the 
sentencing prerogatives of federal 
judges. But the new system, according to 
a parole board spokesman, is intended to 
decrease sentencing inequities within 
the federal prison system and ease 
problems arising from the increasing 
use of indeterminate sentences by 
federal judges. 


Under the indeterminate sentence 


system, federal judges determine the 
maximum time a prisoner may be in- 
carcerated, but parole boards actually 
determine when each is released. 


Serious offenders may be on the streets 


within months if the parole board so 
decrees. 


Under the new guidelines, a "good 


risk" status on coming into prison could 
earn a minor offender (such as an im- 
migration violator) release within six to 
nine months. 


"Very good" prisoners, according to 


their ratings on entering the system, 
would be released in well under half the 
average time now spent in the federal 
prisons for most crimes. 


A convicted robber, judged a "good 


risk," would be paroled in as little as 26 
months. The average robber now spends 
about twice as much time in the federal 
penitentary- 


"Serious risks," those with bad 


records convicted of crimes such as nar- 
cotics sale for profit, forcible rape or 
extortion, would serve at least 26 months 
and up to 65 months before being con- 
sidered for parole- 


Crimes such as murder, aircraft 


hijacking, and espionage were excluded 
from the system of advisory sentences, 
which are not binding on the parole 
board or its parole examiners.

The most important point, then, the 


information states, is selecting the 
product with the stronger warrar.rv 


Congress is considering a "truth-:n 


warranties" bi'l that would set stan- 
dards for warranties and give the 
Federal Trade Commission power to 
enforce them, but until this becomes 
law, if it does, there are certain things 
the consumer can be aware of .vhen 
buying. 


A warranty is a statement by the 


manufacturer about the quality or per- 
formance of what he is selling, followed 
by a promise to do something about it if 
st doesn't meet the standards. 


— Judge the warranty before you buy 


the product. It isn't enough to have a 
salesman say that an appliance is 
"guaranteed for a year." 


— Ask yourself what the warranty 


covers, <s it the whole product or only 
certain parts, and if limited to certain 
parts, are these the important ones? 


— What is the product warranted 


against? 
Are "all manufacturer 


defects" 
subject 
to warranty or 


something less? This should be- made 
clear in the opening statement. 


—For how long is the warranty valid? 


Is the time the same for all parts of the 
product? For example, the picture-tube 


warranty of a TV set usually lasts 
longer than the rest of the set. and you 
should not confuse these. 


— The warranty should always run 


from date of sale, not from the date of 
manufacture. 


— Are both parts and labor covered? 


Occasionally the warranty covering 
labor will extend for less time than for 
parts. 


— What limitations or conditions are 


put on the warranty? This is an impor- 
tant question where big appliances are 
involved. You should know whether the 
warranty is limited to you, the original 
purchaser, or whether you can pass it 
along if you sell the product. 


— Who stands behind the warranty? 


Make sure you know which organization 
(the 
manufacturer, the retailer, or a 


service dealer) promises to carry out 
the terms of the warranty. 


—Note who must do the installation of 


the product, and remember that faulty 
installations can cause problems later 
on. 


— What are your responsibilities 


under the warranty? The typical 
warranty used to be filled with warn- 
ings about the consumer's failure to do 
something which would void the 
warranty. There is less of that now, but 
you may still find little loopholes, such 
as, "If it's our fault, we will fix it." 


— Watch out for the oldtimer, "life- 


time guarantee," which doesn't answer 
what lifetime. It means nothing unless 
spelled out. 


— The final warning is to read the 


warranty, including the fine type, 
especially where big and expensive 
items are concerned. If there are any 
fine-print sections, footnotes, asterisks 
and exceptions, be sure to understand 
the implications. 


The points above, some of which come 


from a popular magazine article on 
consumerism, are especially important 
during these days, when so many 
Christmas gift items will come with a 
warranty.

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News in brief 
Senate ready to vote 
on nomination of Ford 
as Agnew successor 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The nomina- 


tion of House Republican Leader Gerald 
R. Ford as vice president gets top 
billing this week as Congress returns 
from its Thanksgiving recess. The 
Senate is to vote on Ford's confirmation 
Tuesday, while the House Judiciary 
Committee continues its probe of the 
nominee. Ford would succed Spiro T. 
Agnew, who resigned. Senate action al- 
so is expected on bills raising the na- 
tional debt limit and lowering the at- 
torney general's salary. The House 
takes up bills on Daylight Saving Time 
and a special Watergate prosecutor. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As special 


Watergate prosecutor, Archibald Cos 
resembled a constitutional lawyer, 
while his successor, Leon Jaworski, has 
more a prosecutor mentality, lawyers 
on their staff note. And many of them, 
once deeply suspicious of Jaworski, 
have come to like the difference. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Should 


President Nixon decide to ration 
gasoline, the Interior Department plans 
to call in a team of more than 400 oil 
industry executives to run the program. 
But the plan is developing a major 
hitch, with the industry insisting that 
Congress exempt the executives from 
antitrust laws to avoid accusations of 
conflict of interest. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in- 


telligence reports say Communist 
Poland is sending 800 members of its 
elite paratroop division to Egypt, os- 
tensibly to provide logistical support for 
the United Nations emergency force- 
Pentagon sources call it a strange as- 
signment for troops they said are 
specially trained for airborne opera- 
tions behind enemy lines. 


ALGIERS (AP) —Leaders of 17 Arab 


nations gathered in search of a unified 
approach to the proposed peace 
conference with Israel and plans for 
action toward Israel if all Arab aims are 
not realized at the conference. But the 
first Arab summit meeting since the 
October war was plagued in advance by 
disunity. Iraq and Libya boycotted the 
meeting, claiming it would only lead to 
capitulation to Israel. And King Hussein 
of Jordan and King Hassan of Morocco 
sent lower ranking representatives. 


while also willing in principle to attend, 
was reported reluctant to agree to start 
the conference until some Israeli troops 
withdraw from the Suez Canal. The talks 
between the Egyptians and Israelis on 
troop withdrawal were deadlocked by 
Israel's refusal to allow more than a 
token Egyptian police force on the east 
bank of the canal. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) - 


The Irish Republican Army is blamed 
for the deaths of four of the five persons 
—three British soldiers and two Roman 
Catholic civilians —killed by terrorists 
in Northern Ireland during the weekend. 
One of the civilians was a man in his 20s 
whose hooded body was found in Belfast. 
A total of 913 persons, including 202 
British soldiers, now have been reported 
killed in more than four years of com- 
munal warfare in the province. 


FRANKFURT, West Germany (AP) - 


Police throughout West Germany and in 
West Berlin reported overwhelming 
compliance with a ban on Sunday 
pleasure motoring ordered because of 
the Arab oil squeeze. Denmark also 
joined the West European nations in 
which Sunday outings on foot or bicycle 
were decreed. The others are "the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Luxembourg and the tiny principality of 
Liechtenstein and Italy, which joins next 
Sunday.

Laurence Harvey died of cancer at his 
London home Sunday night, friends 
reported today. He was 45.

MOSCOW (AP) —Dissident historian 


Andrei Amalrik's sentence to three 
years in a labor camp in the Soviet Far 
East has been commuted to three years 
of exile in the same desolate region, 
dissident sources said today. 


The new sentence, handed down Nov. 


13, leaves Amalrik less than l'/2 years to 
serve. The exile term is retroactive to his 
sentencing last May, and under Soviet 
law time in prison counts three times 
that in exile. 


The sources said the Moscow appeals 


court cited Amalrik's poor health as the 
reason for its decision. The 35-year-old 
historian's health was reported im- 
paired severely by an attack of menin- 
gitis during an earlier labor camp term. 


Amalrik was at the end of a three-year 


camp term for defamation of the Soviet 
state last May when he was again 
charged with the same crime and sen- 
tenced to another three years. Some 
observers believed the commutation was 
an attempt to blunt Western criticism of 
the regime's treatment of Amalrik. He is 
known in the West for an essay 
titled"Will the Soviet Union Survive 
Until 1984?" and for an account of an 
earlier exile called "Involuntary Jour- 
ney to Siberia."

had been ill for the past 18 months.

at the end of last year. His bride was 
fashion model Paulene Stone, mother of 
his 3-year-old daughter Domino.

Harvey's previous wives were 


American millionairess Joan Cohn and 
British actress Margaret 
Leighton. 


Both marriages ended in divorce. 


Harvey never attained the highest 


ranks of international stardom but his 
performances in such movies as "Room 
at the Top," "The Manchurian Can- 
didate" and "Darling" established him 
in the United States as well as this 
country. 


His bride of less than a year tended the 


Lithuanian-born actor during months of 
illness at his elegant London home. 


Harvey, born Larushka Mischa 


Skikne, underwent surgery and cobalt 
ray treatment in Los Angeles last May. 


During the last months at home Har- 


vey worked on a script for a film he 
wanted to start shooting early next year. 
Among the recent stream of callers were 
Elizabeth Taylor, Rex Harrison and one 
of his closest friends, playwright Wolf 
Mankowitz. 


Friends said Harvey will be cremated 


at a private ceremony in Golders Green, 
London, on Wednesday.

World meat consumers 
avoiding costly cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agricul- 


ture Department reports that consumers 
in other nations are turning to less ex- 
pensive meats, resulting in a drop in 
beef prices in 14 world capitals. 


However, the Foreign Agricultural 


Service said this has resulted in more 
pressure on supplies of chicken and 
pork, keeping prices of those items at or 
above September levels. 


This has resulted in erratic changes in 


food prices over the past two months, 
obscuring any clear trend in the world- 
wide cost of eating, the report said. 


It was the first such report since Sept. 


7. The department began issuing the 
reports earlier this year to illustrate ad- 
ministration claims that Americans pay 
less of their incomes for food and cit- 
izens of other nations. 


The 14-city median price for sirloin 


steak was listed in the report as $2.56 per 
pound early in November, down from 
$2.76 in September. That means prices in 
half the cities were above that level and 
half below. It is not an average- 


By 
comparison, Washington, 


D.C., shoppers paid $2.09 a pound for 
sirloin in November, down from $2.29 in 
September. 


The highest price, as usual, was 


recorded in Tokyo, where the November 
price was $12.41 a pound, down from 
$12.83. 


The lowest price was in Buenos Aires 


where sirloin sold for 69 cents per pound, 
the same as September. 


Sirloin prices in other capitals in 


November and September were: Bonn 
$4.07 and $3.69; Brasilia 82 cents and 74 
cents; Canberra S2.38 and S2.09; London 
$2.59 and $2.75; Ottawa S1.89 and $1.77; 


Paris $2.52 and $2.54 and Rome $2.51 
and $2.77.

But as for the Observer story, "there's 


nothing to back it up." he said. 


The newspaper said the discovery was 


not made public because of political 
problems involving anti-Portuguese 
guerrillas in the area.
